Best Varieties &. Why 

Since the inception of the Dominion 
Experimental Parims system in 1886 a 
great amount iof work has been done 
with the improving and introduction 
of cereal grains. In the early days 
a number of the most prominent of 
foreign grains were imported. These 
grains have been used as the parents 

f the greater number of our present 
__ .— -4-- or those tftrly In - 

!,Vis were of no intrinsic value 
at the time, but some of their good 
qualities have been retained in our 
present day cereals, which are the 
progeny of crosses made by the Dom¬ 
inion Cerealist and his predecessods. 


As far as the Canadian West is I 
concerned, the work with wheats is 
the most important. The earliest in¬ 
troductions from the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Farms have all had their 
day, and were all used in t*he great 
transitional period/ The wheats re¬ 
ferred to are the old varieties of 
Preston, Percy, Stanley ond Huron. 
The last named being still retained 
for eastern conditions. These wheats 
were all of value at the time, and 
were supplanted in some localities, by 
the later introductions of Bishop i,nd 
Bobs wheat. It should here be noted 
that Bobs is the original Bobs from 
which the Red Bobs, was selected. 

- It was about 1909 that the world 
famous introduction of Marquis wheat 
took place. Marquis wheat has sur¬ 
passed all the^^labove 
'tim/t-ionccb alT'wtL. as Red Fife. Red 
Fife was the (original wheat of the 
West, and was grown in large quan¬ 
tities. It is still famous as a wheat 
adapted to some conditions. Since 
the introduction of Marquis, numer¬ 
ous other wheats have beenXintro- 
duced, but up to the present time

- £ory itfilas already proveS 

1 of value in some districts. 

; Other new sorts which should be 
mentioned are Kitchener and Red 

- Bobs wheats. These two ^wheats may 
i each have their place in the West, 

■ but at the present time this place has , 
not been proved, owing to the lack of 
; really reliable data of their achieve¬ 
ments in comparison to the other 
wheats above mentioned. 

The experimental farms have made 
no asounding introductions with or¬ 
dinary oats, they have always been 
a strong advocate of Banner, and 
have fi:om time, to time distributed 
improved strains of this oat. Un¬ 
doubtedly 'the, Banrer is the oat for 
nearly all conditions in the West ex¬ 
cept where earliness is required. 

Some years ago two new oats were 
introduced from Europe, and have 
proven successful. These loats are 
Ligowo and Victory. As the Ligowo 
oats have no characters that would 
rival Banner, they have been dropped, 
but the Victory oats have been re¬ 
tained, as many characters were sim¬ 
ilar to Banner, and they have their 
use in many districts. 

Where earliness is essential, the 
Daubeney oat may be grown. This 
oat ripens from six to ten days earlier 
than the above oats. Daubeney is a 
long slender oat with rather a low 
percentage iof hull. 

Gold Rain and the Alaska are two 
promising oats that may be grown 
where carlines is desired. The Gold 
Rain is a fellow oot, being'a few days 
earlier than Banner. The Alaska rip¬ 
ens in about the same time as Daub- 
eney, but is preferable to that variety, 
being plumper. It; also has a low 
percentage of hull. * 

The Liberty Hulless Oat, is per- 
heps the most \otewbrthy of the oat 
crosses. It is hullqss, that is, is 
threshes free from *4 hull, and is a 
considerably higher \Beld than any of 
the hulless mf naked loats that have 
been' introduced hitherto. It is ex¬ 
cellent as feed for poultry and -young 
Uve stock. 

The barley crop also received 

its fair share of at^Btion^ but up to 
the present the ajj^Kvement cannot j 
compare with the re^Bts with wheats , * 


The most popular introductions as 
general crop barleys, are Manchurian 
and O.A.C. 21, probably the better^ 
of the two, as it will withstand the 
ravages of the w ? ind better than the j 
Manchurian barley. 

The yield of these two barleys is 
somewhat similar. The Manchurian, 
where ther e is no wind, outyields the 
O.A.C.21. Albert, a six-row variety, 
has its place as an early/ ripening 
barley, and is of use in districts 
where wild oats are bad, as it matures 
at about the same time as the wild 
oats, and can be cut early enough to 
catch the wild oats before they re¬ 
seed themselves. 

Of the two-rowed barleys Duckbill 
and Charlottetown No. 80 are the only 
two worthy >of mention. Charlotte¬ 
town No. 80 is pref erab le ■' ^eo pdi- 
tions where awns are undesirable, as 
the awns of Charlottetown No. 80 
have a tendency to shed before the 
grain is ready for harvesting. At pres- j 
ent the hulless and the hooded (or , 
beardless varieties of barley are not of 
•much importance, <as iJthe yield* of 
these two classes iof barley are very 1 


low. It is hoped in the near future to 
have one of each of these classes for 
distribution.

Marquis—Straw is stiff and some¬ 
what short, head beardless, grain does 
not readilly shell out before cutting. 
It is, therefore, a little harder to 
thresh than other varieties. The ken¬ 
nels are raher short-, dark red and 
hard, yielding excellent flour. Very 
productive ion rich soils and in rather 
dry climates, not desirable where the 
climate is moist. 

Early Red Fife—A selection from 
Red Fife, earlier in ripening, has large 
kernels, blunter heads, rather* mofe 
susceptible to rust than the old Red 
Fife. In milling and baking qualities 
sq piqwhat simila r t'O- Red Fife. A 

Ruby—Beardlessr^ojTi^i^. 
lier in ripening than Marquis. Ker¬ 
nels hard, red, flour of excellent color 
and high quality. Straw of fair 
length and strength. Graii^ threshes 
a moderate rainfall and where Mar¬ 
quis is too late.

The Need Of The Hour 

A great downward movement in 
prices is underway. Since Septem¬ 
ber ,we have seen the most serious re¬ 
duction in the price of farm products 
hat has occurred in fifty years. 

Other commodities have been af¬ 
fected as well. The movement is 
not local or confined to one or two 
industries; it is world-wide and gen¬ 
eral. Trying to stop it is likely to 
be just about as fruitful of results 
as were King Canutes to stop the 
tide.

Making a good return for the next 
year or two will call for closer plan¬ 
ning and harder wiork. It will be no 
time to have one’s eggs all in one 
basket, to base^everything on the re¬ 
turn from a single crop; to take any 
chances. There must be as many 
sources of revenue as possible so 
that if one or two fail, there will be 
several to fall back upon. Utter 
failure then, will not stare one ini the 
face if grain crops fail, or are too low 
in price to pay the cost of production. 
The safe crops are the ones to bank 
on for the future. 

The safest crops are live stock and

the products thereof—■ sheep, cattle, 
pigs, horses and milkjj cream, butter 
and eggs. At present prices breed¬ 
ing stock are a sound i^^fetment and 
a purchase. The time* opportune 
to buy to the limit of cK’s ability to 
take care of stock. It 1 a poor time 
to harbour or make use of s^rub sires 
and a good time to buy a pure bred 
bull, boar, ram or stallion and start 
constructive breeding; to start build¬ 
ing up a herd or flock on lines that 
will ensur e the greatest returns whe¬ 
ther prices are high or low. Scrub 
sires can only reproduce their scrub¬ 
biness. 

Then there are the leaks which in 
prosperity may be let run, but which 
under a closer margin between pro¬ 
duction cost and market price must be 
be stopped up. Farm leaks are of 
tw 0 common kindp. First, the loss 
of the by-products, as they may be 
called, the feed which goes to waste 
around the place, and the small grain, 
the screenings that are worse than 
wasted because it costs .money to get 
them to the terminals and they have 
very little value for the shipper after 
they have got there. Second, the 
depreciation in machinery and equip¬ 
ment that comes from exposure when 
not in use. 

Enough livq stock to consume at 
least the waste feed and screenings, 
and an implement styed, however 
cheap, are plugs that will stop two 
that on the average farm result in 
the loss of -around a thousand dollars 
every year. No great expense is ne¬ 
cessary in effecting this saving. An 
reach of ninety-five per cent of the 
men who own farms where none now 
exist, and a mill to clean the grain 
before it goes to market is beyond 
nobody’s reach, who has as much as 
a carload of grain to sell. Cleaning 
the grain on the farm is the only lo¬ 
gical way to save the screenings and 
feeding them to live stock at home 
the only certain means of realizing 
their value. 

Something might be said, 'too of the 
value of using good seed of the high 
producing variteies. rrods'of low 
grain prices are not times when it 
pays to grow grain crops that do not 
give maximum acre returns. The very 
nature of the conditions under which 
grain must be grown—lower priees 
and a closer margin between the cost 
of production and the -market price— 
suggest consideration of the seed 
seed question and investigation of the 
different varieties. There are kinds 
of oats, barley and wheat that in giv¬ 
en districts will yield on the average 
frotn six to twenty bushels more grain 
per acre thaw others. There are 
scrubs among grains as well as among 
live stock. Tis is a good time to 
avoid the scrub in both. . 

This is very homely and old-fash¬ 
ioned counsel; we have all heard it 
many times before. But there are 
some old truths that are everlasting. 
The tried and tested practises are 
the safe guides -for these times. The 
need of the hour in agriculture is to 
appreciate .the fact that this period 
of high prices is drawing to a close. 
That for the next few years a new 
set of conditions will affect the indus¬ 
try anfl- that under these condiions 
success must be based on clear plan¬ 
ning, the checking of loss, and the 
production of crops thot promise the 
maximum in safety and return. 

Barring the unexpected—a great 
war, or a world-wide crop failure—- 
this generation is unlikely to s^e grain 
sell at such prices again. The peak 
has been possed, and we are on the 
long descent. It may be five years 
before the ultimate low price is reach¬ 
ed, and the descent may be broken by 
temporary rallies, but the general 
tend for some time will be downward 
It would be well to recognize the 
existence of new conditions that have 
and see clearly what they portend. 
It is not a time to be swayed by senti¬ 
ment but the iime for looking facts in 
the face and deciding how best to take 
advantage of the opportunities that 
still exist for making* a goJtd living 
and a little more. , : ,

casts blue ruin for this country in 
the face of record crops, record bank 
deposits, and the highest value of in¬ 
dustrial production lof all kinds is 
either a chronic, purblind pessimist, a 
bear manipulator, who, to further his 
own sordid motives is utterly untram¬ 
meled by Veracity, a German propag¬ 
andist, tor the dupe of some of these.” 
This is a very strong statement and 
one which is worthy of consideration. 

In the ordinary course of events we 
should liook for a depression in 1921, 
but much depends upon the attitude 
of the people. If we make up our 
minds that there shall be no depres¬ 
sion in 1921, the chances are that we 
shall ward it off. Where there’s a 
will, there’s a way. \ 

Pessimists point to the labor sit¬ 
uation and hold it up as on illustra¬ 
tion of the hard times ahead. This 
situation is not as bad as some would 
have us believe. Conditions are 


changing. Jobs have ceased o seek 
men—men are seeking jobs. The 
drones are being driven from our in¬ 
dustrial bee-hives, with the result 
that the employer is getting nearer to 
the time when he will once again re¬ 
ceive an honest day’s work for an 
honest day’s pay. 

These are days w*hen the business 
man must go forward cautiously and 
courageously. Nothing impairs hu¬ 
man efficiency quite so much as 
“nerves.” There may be difficult 
days ahead but we should not over¬ 
estimate these difficulties. If we stick 
to our guns and take as our watch¬ 
words: “Courage, caution and con¬ 
fidence” we shall be able to consign 

the “blue ruin” army to their proper
